EDITOR TELLS 
OF TRIAL OF 
AARON DURR 


“Aaron Burr had one strange 
disadvantage, people just couldn’t 
trust him,” Frank F. Bierne. asso­ 
ciate editor of the Baltimore Sun, 
told a group of students and fac­ 
ulty members in Gladfelter Hall 
at 
Gettysburg 
College 
Friday 
night. 
Speaking on the trial of Burr, 
Bierne sketched the characters of 
several of the principals. Burr, he 
said, “ had a way with the ladies. 
There are a great many gossipy 
tales that we can’t quite check.” 
Bierne noted that Jefferson had 
described Burr as “like a crooked 
gun. When it went off you could 
not tell which way it would shoot.” 
The Baltimore editor outlined the 
events in Burr’s political career 
through his term as vice president 
and detailed some of the sub­ 
sequent incidents of Blur’s adven­ 
tures west of the Alleghenies which 
led to his trial for treason. 
Extravagant Man 
“ Burr 
was 
an 
extravagant 
man,” Bierne said. Although he 
ran out 
of money, he had a 
way of ingratiating himself with 
wealthy and influential persons 
with his “great charm of m an­ 
ner.” 
Burr was acquitted of the trea­ 
son charge and “outlived every­ 
body,” Bierne said. “ He lived to 
be about 85 He always tried to 
get to see important people. I 
don’t know how he lived. 
He 
seemed always to be able to bet 
a m eal.” 
Others 
whose 
lives 
touched 
Burr’s had some similar charac­ 
teristics. Bierne said that Gen. 
Wilkinson, then governor of the 
Louisiana 
Territory, 
was 
“ like 
Burr, always out of money. He 
was a double crosser.” Bierne 
said that Wilkinson served as an 
undercover officer for Spain for 
which he received about $2,000 a 
year. 
“ Old Brandy Bottle” 
Luther Martin, one of the attor­ 
neys who defended Burr, was a

Tins court held that “the 
basic concept of a motel is that it 
furnishes a type of accommoda­ 
tion for the traveling public hav­ 
ing some, but not all of the attri­ 
butes of a hotel and some but 
not all of the attributes of a 
tourist lodging house.” 
Purpose Of Motel 
From that the court noted that 
hotels and tourist lodging houses 
“frequently, and particularly dur­ 
ing the off-season, will accept 
guests for extended periods of 
time and may event accept per­ 
manent guests. Doing so does not 
destroy the basic character of 
the hotel or the tourist lodging 
house.” So the court held the same 
holds true for motels, particularly

Proper time to apply an insec­ 
ticide is just after the young hatch 
and before much spittle appears 
on the plant.

For small plantings, mix 2 table­ 
spoons of either 46 per cent chlor­ 
dane or 2 E hef..achlor emulsion 
in I gallon of water.

The time has passed when sim­ 
ply planting and harvesting are 
enough to produce saleable Christ­ 
mas 
trees. Competition 
with 
grass, 
weeds 
volunteer 
trees, 
and the depredations of insects 
and diseases now plague the se­ 
rious grower of Christmas trees. 
Perhaps more important than 
these 
Is the demand 
for well­ 
shaped trees. Spruces and firs 
require a minimum of corrective 
shaping, but a fair amount of 
shearing will upgrade 
the stand 
far in excess of cost. All of the 
pine tree species require shear­ 
ing from about the third year in 
the field until the spring before 
sales. 


Start In Lata May 
In Pennsylvania the season for 
.shearing pines runs from about 
the last week in May until July 4,

Generally pines should be held 
to a height growlh of ten inches

column of moisture created with­ 
in the house just by living in it. 
The most immediately visible 
effect 
of this moisture is the 
blistering, cracking and peeling 
of paint on the exterior of the 
house. In fact, scientists blame 
90 per cent of exterior paint 
failures on water from indoors 
The long-range effects are more 
serious. When an interior mois 
ture problem is neglected for a 
considerable period of time, it 
eventually will cause plaster to 
crack and joists, studs and siding 
to swell, warp and rot. It also 
will make mortar crumble from 
between bricks, nails rust and 
concrete crack. 


Water Producers 
Where does this moisture come 
from? Studies at Pudue Univer­ 
sity show that a family of four 
can generate as much as 6'2 gal- 


destruction. It usually takes a 
colony of termites a number of 
years to cause extensive damage 
to a building. Since termites nest 
in the soil and the workers do 
not come out in the open termites 
are seldom noticed except when 
they swarm in the spring. 
Mast any household type spray 
will kill those termites it contacts, 
but other winged termites may 
continue to emerge for a week or 
more. The colony from which the 
winged termites come is strong 
arni active and should be checked 
Basically, the control procedure 
of such a colony Is to apply a 
chemical in such a manner as to 
establish a poisoned barrier be­ 
tween the termite colony and the 
wood.

sheetings. 
The 
other type of barrier consists of 
the proper kind of paint applied 
to the walls of the rooms them­ 
selves. In a new home, this has 
the advantage of being applied 
after all the other crafts have 
finished their work. A second ad-1 
vantage is that a paint barrier is

dryers should be vented to the 
outside. After showering or mop­ 
ping. the bathroom window should 
be opened a little until the mois- 
tue is dissipated.

odors. Attics should be ventilated 
with louvers of the proper size 
And, if there is a fireplace, open­ 
ing the damper from time to time 
will let moisture escape from the 
house.
